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total length of D150 feat, Of this, however,
only 2500 feet is yut oalled tunnel, while the
remainder consists of & heading 1750 feut long,
with an average section of 16 by 7 feet, and a
further i ading of D00 feet, with a section 24
by 8. That i%, while the monutain has been
penetrated H150 feet, it will require the remo-
val of 32 000 onbie yards of rock te bring this
out to iull tunnel size, go that the work done
is equal to a clear advanoce of about 4000 feet.
At the present time the heading is not being

ushed, aud all the work is domne on the en-
argement, The entire force on the pay roll at
the east end consists only of abont 12 men,
includivg those at the shops. The reductlon
has been made necessary by the limited appro-
priation,
takeén ofl for thorongh repair. Oo Mounday
next the work will be renewed on the head-
ing with the whole force and with machine
drillivg.

This east end is the most considerable part of
the work domwe. The distance pensirated is a
third greater than at all the other points, while
reckoning completed tunnel only, it furnishes
more thao twice as much as all the others.
The estimate ia to have the excavation con-
tinned 5300 feet more from this side, making
the total lemgth 10,450 feet, or very nearly
two wiles,

The plan pursned of late by the commis-
sioners and engineers at flrst strilkes one as of
questionable expadiency; but I became fally
gatistied that it was judicions.

points, and getting everytuing into good ordar
10 leave. In consequence, ths progress now
being made is mot up to the average of past
months; and I confess | was disappointed in
it. DBut reflection and obssrvation convinced
me that it was the wisest and cheapest conrse.
The commonwealth will be able to make a bar-
gain enough better with its contractors to pay
for the temporary delay. Machinery and tools
out of order are notoriously worth very little,
and even that wastes very fast. As the con-
tractors will include in their estimates the
present condition of the machinery and ma-
terial, it pays to have it all well kept up.
Everybody knows that the gelling or letting
price of anything is enhanced by repaira very
much more than the cost of those repairs.

It will be chaonged even-
toally into an open out, with no very great
depth, and at no great expenge. Irom this
point inwards is Varren’s work; and very
workmanlike it is. Considering the difficulties
of the material with whicn he dealt, his sac-
cess has been very marked. He has completed
a distance of 700 feet, and has pushed his
Leading still further, nearly to the limit of his
contract, which is 31 feet from the entrance,

The enlargement, arching, ete., wonld neces-
sarily take much more time, and a8 Mr, Far-
ren's contraot allows him till Juus 1, 186Y, to
finish, and as working slow is cheaper than
workiog fast, he will probably not anticipate
that time by many weels.

This work has been done very effectually by
the chief engineer, Mr. Frost. I saw indica- |
tions at every point of vigorons and judicions
effort in this direction, and am satisfled that
the temporary falling off in the rate of ad-
vance will be more than compensated in the
resnlt.

The central ghaft remains a8 the sad acoident
of last October left it; and etanding above the
sirange grave of those thirteen men buriod gix
hundred fest deep, I realized, as never before,
the awful character of snch a calamity, It
eeemed infinitely more terrible to be killed so
than under God’s sunlight, and for something,
and with, perhaps, a chance for life. DBuat
while the excavation has not progressed at all
for nearly ten months, the work of preparation
has not stood still. The foroo here has been
reduced to twenty men, who had been getting
out timber, setting up machinery, rag,olscing
what was deatro%e by the fire, and eplarging
the reservoir, The mew building above the
shaft is some ten feet higher than the old one
and differs from it somewhat in its shape and
uses. The Potnam machine works of Fitoh-
burg have just put in four new and efficient
boilers and also a pair of engines of fifty-horae
power, for lifling the stone aud water from the
ghaft. The old engine stands where it did, and
has been fixed up ‘‘as good as new.’” Itisto
be applied hereafter solely to furnishing power
and ventilation.

This ‘‘central ghaft' had been sunk to the
depth of 553 feet at the time of the fire, The
Chief ¥ngineer proposes, during the presant
month, to begin pumping from it. The water
can be taken out easily in a fortmight. Four
hundred and fifty feet remain to be worked
before it will be “down to grade’’—that is, o
the level of the road—when tononelling will
be begun east and west fraxg, it. The specifl-
cations require that the contractor shall com-

lete the (vertioal) shaft—ready to begin the
fhori:.onul) tunnel—by the lst of November,
1868, This would require a higher rate of
vrogreés than has yet been attained, but the
engiuser deems it entirely practicable, with the
new drilis and the use of nitro-glycerine.
The central shaft furnishes the only exception
to the rule of a complste equipment for futare
work. Bome five or six thonsand dollara’
worth of new machines wonld have to be put
in here by the contractor. At all other points
everything will be ready to go right on the
very day the contraot begins. This is the
result of the overbhauling which the commis-
sloners and the engineers have made in ever
part of the equipment. The contractors nes
not estimate for any expense, or claim any
delay on the ground of machinery, buildings
or tools, except as above indicated, It will be
observed that it will be a year from next
November before the shaft will be
punk. Only then will the work begin
in the proper excavation of the tunnel.

'We have looked in at the east end and seen
a hole ronning into the mountain 5150 fest.
Going up to the top of the mountain, we have
looked down & shaft D53 fest deep, with an
elliptical seotion 27 by 10 feet, which, when
pushed 450 feet further, will get the work-
men down to the level of the Troy and Green-
fleld Railrond, whence they will tunnel east
and west. Wenow go over nearly to the
other side of the mountain, where it becomes
véry low, and here the well shaft has beem
gunk 348 feet desp. An engine of eighty-
horse power furnishes ventilation, compresses
the air for the drills, and lifts the stone from
the shaft, as well a8 lets down an ocoasional

orter or tourist. At the bottom, the head-
ings bhave been run east a little over 1500 foet,
with a helght of B or 0 feet, and & width vary-
fng from 10 to 24, Golog out to the end of
this, I witnessed for the first time the machine
drililng (suspended ar the eastern end),
and Dblesting by nitro-glycerine, which
bag been nuted only a few days, but has
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I bave examiped the printed specifioations
for the contracts carefnlly as possible, in the
light of this visit and all the information I
could gather, There were two things to be

rovided for—first, that the specilloations shall
be sirict enough to guard the interests of the
State, and second, that they ghall not exact so
much as to repel contractors. The specilica-
tions proposed by the engineers and adopted
by the Governor and Conncil, sesm to have
secured the first pretty satisfactorily. Whether
they have secured the geeond can only be told
when the bids come is. The most important
question is the progress to be exacted.

This is, at the east end, 75 feet per month
on tunpel enlargement, 75 feet on heading en-
largement, and 125 feet on extension of full-
size tunmel. At the central shaft it is required
that the shaft shall be sunk to the grade b
December 1, 180, and that afterwards an ad-
vance of £0 feet shall be made in each direc-
tion of full-size tunnel per month. At the
west shiaft the specifioations appear to be little
loose. I find mo requirement whatever in
regard to the monthly rate westward, or the
maximnum time for making connection with
Farren; while the only stipulation in regard to
the work in the other directlon is, that “the
contractor shall emplog guitable force and
shull maintain after December 1, 1800, an
“N‘ﬁe rate eastward of monthly progress of
tunnel excavation to full size not less than 100
ject.” Why December 1, 1569, is taken for &
beginning, tnere 18 nothing to explain.

Without going into details, it may be said
generally that the specifications propose that
ke contractors shall take ali tools and mate-
rial at a valuation made by arbitration; ghall
ocoupy the shops at a rent to be fixed before-
hand; and ghall have the use, without! charge,
of the water works at the east end, and of the
hoisting, pumping, and ventilating machinery
now at the shafts, being required to keep them
in repair and return them in order. Not much,
however, i to be expeoted from this sonrce.
The State always comes off sgecond best in such
bargains, The peopls will have reason to be
thankful if they once get the work done at a
reasongble price, without looking to very much
return from previous outlays, If the tunnel
is onve completed, there will be no very careful
| inguiry for odds and ends.
